TERRIBLE SUFFERING. 


The Crew of a Bark from Savannah Lashed 
to the Rigging for Five Days. 


Hatreras, N. C., December 25.—The Amer- 
ican barkentine Epbriam Williams, Captain 
Morrison, from Savannah, Ga., bound to Prov- 
idence, R. 1., lumber laden, encountered a 
violent gale from the northwest on the 18th 
instant, seventy miles southeast of Hatteras 
light. During the storm the vessel became 
unmanageable. On Sunday she encountered 
a southwesterly gale, and the captain, in .at- 
tempting to get her to the beach, struck on 
Hiatteras shoals, five miles from shore, at four 
p.m. The vessel was seen by the life saving 
crew, buton account of the heavy sea no aid 
could reach her. During Sunday night she 
drifted six miles north of Cape Hatteras light, 
end yesterday morning was seen five miles 
‘off shore, flying signals of distress. 

Keeper Daly, of the {Cape Hatteras Life 
faving station, with a crew, hauled a surf bout 
seven miles through soft sand and rain to the 
scene of the wreck. The boat was immediately 
launched through a heavy sea, which broke 
for miles fromthe shore. On reaching the 
wreck, after hard and perilous work, great 
difficulty was experienced in getting off the 
crew, as the sea was breaking over the vessel. 
Finally, however, the nine men who were on 
board were lowered intothe surf boat and 
brought to the shore in safety. 

Captain Morrison states he and his crew 
were lashed in the rigging for five days aud 
nights, without food or water, and their limbs 
were badlv cut fromthe lashing. Two of the 
sailors had to be carried to the life saving sta- 
tion in an exbausted condition.

THE FIRE RECORD. 
A #200,000 Fire in Which the Legal Pro. 
fession Suffers the Larger Loss, 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., December 25.—The 
five stery building on the corner of Hennepin 
snd Washington avenues, formerly known as 
the Acads my of Music, but lately occupied 
as a store and office building. was gutted by 
fire this afternoon. Loss $200,000: insurance 
$150,000. The fire originated in the fifth floor, 
in the rooms of the Minneapolis law 
library. Every floor above the first is a mass 
of charred wood, end the libraries and papers 
In numerous offices are either burned or ruined 
by water, The principal losses and insurances 
are as follows: Herrick, Lowry «& Herrick, 
loss on building $125,000, insurance $60,000; 
BE. H. Steele, clothing, loss $50,000, in- 
ewmance $70,000: (this firm had = atock 
oP ),000 worth of goods, but succeeded in 
removing most of it;) Minneapolis bar asso- 
ciation, law library, loss $15,000, insurance 
$15,000. The remainder of the building was 
occupied by about fifty lawyers, abstract 
men, surveyors, physicians, etc. Their losses 
on books, papers, instruments, etc., will range 
from $500 to $1,500, well insured. 


‘An Important Railroad Suit. 

Dusvevet, lowa, December 25.—An impor- 
tant decision has recently been rendered in 
the circuit court of Fayette county. The tax 
levied to aid inthe construction of a railroad 
from Wadena to West Union, an extension of 
the Turkey river branch of the Chicego, Mil- 
waukeeand 8t. Paul railroad,was declared ille- 
gal and void, and its collection was _perpetu- 
ally enjoined. The tax amounts to over $55,000 
and the decision involves near half a million 
dollars in which the roadis interested. The 
point on which the decision was made was that 
bv a transfer of the road on which the tax was 
voied to the Chicago Milwaukee and St. Paul 
company, the tax pavers were not awarded 
stock in the latter road and the court held 
that as no consideration was allowed, the tak 
was not vaiid. An appeal to the 
court will be taken. The suit has 
court for two years.

A Keduction of Wages. 

SprInGrreLD, Mass., December 25.—-The 
Jobnson gingham manufacturing company at 
North Adams announce a cut of 10 per cent. 
in wages, to take effect January Ist. The 
manager met the employes and told them 
plainly that the prices were so low that the 
mill was losing money at present wages. The 
cut has been expected in some departments. 


Weavers were cut a year ago, and this move 


brings their wages down to scanty allowances. 
There are fears of a strike. The workmen aro 
talking matters up. They have been told 
that the mill will close if they don’t accept. 


A Live Steck Suit. 

Omana, December 25.—Nine suits have been 
instituted in Lineoln county district court 
against D. Rankin & Co., live stock company, 
of Chicago, to recover $125,000 damages alleged 
to have been sustained by plaintiffs by reason 
of their herds contracting Spanish or Texas 
fever from defendants’ cattle. The defendants 
last spring brought three thousand head of 
Texan cattle into western Nebraska, by which, 
it is said, this disease was brought into the 
state. Upon application of the defendants’ at- 
torney, the case was yesterday removed to the 
federal court. 

Another Reduction in Pennsylvania. 

PirrspurG, December 25.—All the employes 
of Moorehead & Co.’s rolling mill, except 
those governed by the amalgamated associa- 
tion scale, have been notified of a reduction in 
wages of from 10 to 15 per cent, to take effect 
on the first of nextthonth. About 400 men 
will be affected by the reduction.

THE TROUBLES OF THE FAMILY 
FRESENTED IN A NEW LIGHT. 


Wr. €tcpl en Colericge, the 8on of the Chief Jastice, 
Ex} OseS Mr.Adams as a Man Possessing Mer- 
cen ry Motiver.—M'se Ccleridge not 
Treated so Badly as was Supposed. 


PHILaADELPaia, December 25.—Mr. Stephen 


Coleridge, a son of Lord Coleridge, stopped 


over in this city for a day, after coming rap- 
idJy from New York, and -he left for Pittsburg, 
in order to join Mr. Irving, gave & 
Christmas the Smoky city tothe 
members of hiacompany anda few chosen 
acquaintances, 

When he spoke about his father’s unpleas- 
ant experience with Mr. Adams his hands 
told the story almost as well as his words. 

“It should be easy to understand,” he said, 
“the position in which my father was placed 
by the course my sister saw fit to pursue. She 
bad been always treated as a cherished 
daughter of the house. Why she declared 
that she was on board wages in my father’s 
house | am ata loss to understand. She was 
the head of the household and-always pre- 
sided at my father’s table. -To be sure, she 
wes cxpected to keep a general supervision 
over the household, asany other lady is ex- 
pected to do, but all of the debts she made for 
lsmily purposes were, of course, promptly 
met by my father. For pin-money she re- 
ceived £150 a year, this sum being intended 
merely for her most trifling personal expenses.”’ 

Mr. Coleridge was asked how his sister, Miss 
Mildred, first met Mr. Adams, to whom she 
becume engaged, and who is the cause of the 
celebrated libel lawsuit. 

“Mr. Adams,” was the reply, ‘“‘is without a 
bhilling. He is, or was, the paid secretary of 
#n anti-vivisection seciety to which my sister 
belonged, aud she first ran acroas him in that 
way. Upon inquiry my father learned that 
she was attached to Mr. Adams, and there- 
fore determined not to throw any obstacles in 
the way of their union. Hetold Mr. Adams 
that he would give my sister £500 a year after 
her marriage. 

‘‘<Isthatall?’ Mr. Adams asked. 

“«Yes’, replied my father, ‘1 will depend 
upon you. Waitior six months. Try in that 
linie, if you can earn sufficient means annual- 
ly tosupporta wile. Ifyou can do sol will 
not endeavor to check tne marriage.’ 

“Mr. Adams showed that he was not pleas- 
ed with this. He did not make any effort to 
increase his income, and before the six 
mcnths’ time bad expired returned to my 
father and demanded a larger dower with my 
sister’s hand. This my father refused. 

“Then,” said Mr. Coleridge, continuing his 
recital, “‘my brother Bernard interfered, not 
in a way, however, that now meets with the 
approval ofthe family, From Mr. Adams’s 
relations he had learned of actions on the part 
of tbat gentleman reflecting upon his character 
as atrue man—as agentleman, He wrote a 
letter to my sister referring to this matter. 
She showed the letter to Mr. Adams, which is 
the main cause of the unpleasant publicity 
which has arisen.’’ 

‘Did any of your family support Miss Cole- 
ridge in her actions?’”’ Lord Coleridge’s son 
was asked. 

“Mrs. Bishop, a sister-in-law of Sir Stafford 
Northeote, took her to her house before the 
trouble became public. Mrs. Bishop's sister 
married into our family. I need not hesitate 
to say that this lady’s action met with disap- 
provail from Sir Statlord and his family.” 

‘*Where is your sister now?” 

NOT TURNED OUT OF DOORS, 

‘‘In lodings, l juncy,’”’ said Mr. Coleridge, 
with a little shrug of the shoulders. ‘She lett 
my father’s house of her own free will betore 
the casecome up incourt. Far from being 
turned out of doors, as has been declared, my 
father was only too glad to have her with him 
to receive his guests and accompany 
him when upon social duties. 
Even now he gives her’ weekly +25 
which are paid by his lawyer, Mr. Marrison. 
Only a few weeks ago my sister wrote to my 
father from her lodgings, requesting thata 
grand piano in the drawing room should be 
srentto her. Tothisdemand my father replied 
that if she wanted to. hire a piano he would 
gladly pay for it, but he would not send the 
piano to her from his residence. 

“Why itis that she should have advertised 
for pupils—she to take the part of governess 
—lam unable to say, unless it were tor spite. 
She did this while living in my father’s 
house. She is very well educated, can 
speak several languages fiuently, and is 
a skilled musician. Fora number of years, 
by way of amusement, she had been teaching 
a clase of little children, triends and kiudred 
of the family. My father approved of this, 
for he counted it a pleasant occupation for her. 
I ean assure you that she had all she wished. 
The carriages and horses were at her disposal 
at alltimes. I have known my father to re- 
fuse invitations to dinner because Mildred was 
vot invited. I have frequently seen him toss 
such notes across the table to her with the 
simple remark, ‘1 shall not go.’”’

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A PERILOUS RIDE. 


An Old Man’s Unsuccessful Trial of a New 
Flying-Machine., 

December 25.— Zephaniah 
Phelps is a man 75 years of age, and is re. 
garded by the few of his neighbors who know 
him asacrank. Phelps lives inan old hut 
in the woods near Avon, and has for years 
devoted all his attention to mechanical inven- 
tions. He has two pet hobbies, per- 
petual motion and an __ aerial navi- 
gating craft. Incidentally he has devised 
several machines which in no case have been 
patented. Many years agohe applied fora 
patent but failed to obtain it and, disgusted 
with the whole system he made no subse- 
quentattempts to secure legal protection for 
his inventions. The models were thrown 
aside and in many cases burned by 
their eccentric inventor. Phelps is a 
distant relative of Congressman Phelps, of 
New Jersey. The whole region in which he 
lives is thronged with people of his name, but 
Zephaniah belongs to a branch now almost 
extinct. He married early in life, but for 
years has been a widower. One daughter was 
the result of his matrimonial venture. She is 
married ard lives somewhere in the vicinity 
of West Troy, N. Y. : 

Wadsworth tower is a tall, wooden structure 
over one hundred feet in height. Itis builton 
the summit of Talcott mountains and gives 
one of the finest views in the country. It is 
fifteen miles from this city and is in Summer a 
favorite resort of pleasure seeker3. In winter 
it is utterly deserted, the keeper, a man named 
Bartiett, leaving its breezy and freezing alti- 
tude for warmer, if more lowly, quarters. Ono 
Friday morning Zephaniah Phelps made his 
way to the top of the tower. Ife 
made several trips, each time carry- 
ing up pieces of machinery. No one inter- 
fered with him, and abovi 10 o’clock he had 
his Jatest machine in order and ready for use. 
It consisted ofa strong but light gas generator, 
a combination of cog-wheels and pulleys and 
two light pitch turbine wheels, both arranged 
atasiight angle to the vertical. The whole 
contrivance, including two triangular wings, 
weigbed about sixty pounds. 

The gas generator was easily worked and 
within a few minutes both turbines were in 
condition to start. The old man opened the 
valves, and, seating himself in a loop of rope 
suspended under the generator, pushed his 
machine from the tower. The turbines low- 
ered rapidly, snd the flying ‘machine and its 
rider moved slowly away. For a moment the 
machine rosea few feet and then began to 
drop. Phelps found his generator losing pow- 
er with every second and attempted to dis- 
coverthe cause. By some mistake he opened 
the discharge valve and instantly was falling 
repidly, with his turbine motionless and use- 
less. The only check on his descent were the 
two triangular wings. These spread out and 
checked somewhat the descent. Still he fell 
with constantly increasing velocity, and after 
a descent of several hundred feet, he struck 
the trees on the Simsbury plains below. 
His fall was broken, wut nevertheless he 
lest his hold on the rope loop, and 
while the machine caught in the 
branches, he fell with terrible force to the 
ground below, breaking his hip and several 
ribs. 

The old man fainted from the pain and lay 
unconscious for nearly halfan hour. Coming 
to his senses, his groans finally attracted the 
attention of a chance passer-by, who comes to 
his rescue. The old man was nearly dead 
from pain and cold and fainted on being re- 
moved. He was taken to a neighboring house, 
ubout a mile distant, and is now lying ina 
critical condition.

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THE MAJESTY’S INCOME. 

What it Costs England to Maintain its 
(ueen, 

Loxpon, December 25.—Attacks upon roy- 
alty are quite common, especially at this 
period, when the resumption of parliament 
will bring with it a request that sufficient 
grant be made to the eldest son of the prince 
of Wales—sometime, perhaps, to be king of 
England—on attaining his majority. 

I have heard a good deal said as to the cost 
of royalty and among other facts the following 
may throw some light on the subject. Every 
year grants are made for the repair of the 
royal palaces—generally not less than $200,- 
000. This isin addition to the civil list, 
which was, at the time of 
the queen’s accession in 1837, _ fixed 
upon a most liberal scale, the understanding 
being that no further grants were to be made 
to the royal family. Out of thesum of $1,925,- 
000 yearly paid tothe queen from the reve- 
nues of thecountry it is pretty well understood 
that her majesty makes a considerable saving, 
these “perquisites” forming an addition to her 
private income, of which she is shrewdly care- 
jul. Queen Victoria is commonly supposed to 
be worth at least $1,500,000 per annum, 
not a large sum, perhaps, as incomes 
go but the greater part derived from the 
pockets of the people. With an expensive, 
and in many respects an altogether unneces- 
sary retinue, it 1s obvious that her majesty 
must have other sources af revenue than the 
sums yielded by an economical management 
ef her household, the expenses of which are, 
as I have said,paid by the state in the civil list 
vote. Every year she receives from the Duchy 
of Lancaster $225,000 and the returns of net 
profit are on the increase. Again, when the 
queen married Prince Albert in 1840 her con- 
sort was granted an annuity of $150,000. 
Prince Albert was allowed to hold 
several sinecure offices, which, however, 
brought grist to the mill, and he is supposed 
to have put by a deal of money, but how much 
pever became known, as his will, unlike those 
of the queen’s subjects at large, was not made 
public. The queen has other means which 
are not inconsiderable. Erom several exten- 
sive estates she draws a large private income. 
Some years ago a man named Neild, reported 
to be crazed, bequeathed her his property, 
worth somewhere between $2,500,000 and $5,- 
000,000. a. 

COST OF THE QUEEN’S RELATIVES. 

The cost of royalty does not cease with the 
expenditure personal to the queen. From 
time to time grants have been made to mem- 
bers of her family. Those awarded to the 
prince of Wales I think no one begrudges, for 
he is certainly ever ready to place his services 
at the disposal ot the people and does 
not hide his face in some far-away 
retreat. But the allowances to the 
other royal children are barely tolerated. 
A good deal of feeling exists with regard to 
other disbursements, and notably those made 
to the Cambridge branch of the royal tamily. 
The present duke,’cousin to the queen, is paid 
£12,000 per annum, that sum having been 
voted by parliament in 1850, when his father 
died. The proposal was opposed unsuccess- 
fully by John Bright, who regretted that the 
former duke, out of his large income, had 
made no provision for his son, but left 
him, with his sister Mary, 
on «a yote of the 


house. Mr. Hume: 


noved that the sum suggested be reduced to 
£8,000, but Mr. Disraeli, even then a hearty 
supporter of royalty, defended the original 
proposal, and thereby gained for himself the 
gratitude of his sovereign. Princess Mary got 
45,000 and on her marriage with the poverty- 
stricken duke of Teck was apportioned £2,000 
extra. The duke of Cambridge receives, be- 
sides, son. $35,000 for his military services, 
bavipg, a8 commander-in-chief, $22,500 
anpnuaijly, and more than $10,000 as colonel of 
the Grenadier Guards. 

The duchess of Cambridge, who ought, if 
her son were allowed to acknowledge his mar- 
riage tothe lady who is his wife, to be the 
dowager-duchess, has an annuity of $30,000 a 
year, and the Princess Augusta, of Cambridge, 
another cousin of the queen, on her marriage 
to the grand duke ot Mecklenburg Strelitaz 
in 1843, was awarded $15,000. This was 
the first of the applications supplementary 
to the civil list, the tinality of which was vir- 
tually set aside by the response made to this 
appeal. There was really no need for the 
grant, asthe grand duke ts one of the wealth- 
icst Germans, having an annual income of at 
least $2,500,000. The application was much 
opposed, and no less than fifty-seven members 
of parliament had the courage of their opia- 
ions in support of the principle that the late 
duke ought to have provided tor his family 
and not have spent such large sums in ‘‘char- 
ity,” which, it was alleged, had absorbed 
most of bis means. 

HIGH-BORN COURT MENIALS. 

There is no doubt that determined economy 
would get rid of much of the expenses of the 
royal household, for salaries are paid. to 
useless Officials. Salaries alone absorb $653. 
000 per annum, divided among nearly 1,000 
parasites. The financial reform association 
gives the following particulars: The lord 
steward (earl Sydney) has $10,000 a year; 
the treasurer of the household (earl of 
Breadalbane) $4,720, and the comptroller 
of the household alike salary, the supposed 
duties ot these offices being of a most trival 
nature, and identical with those performed 
by the master of the household (General Sir I. 
C. Cowell), who receives a salary of about 
$6,000 for controlling the domestic establish- 
ment of her majesty, with the assistance of 
a private secretary, three clerks, a paymas- 
ter, an office keeper and messengers—ail lib- 
erally paid. 

In personal attendance on her Majesty are 
“maids of honor,” nine in number, two of 
them being on duty a month at a time, receiv- 
ing $200 salary, for, whilst they are supposed 
to be ‘companions’ of the Queen, they are 
really, as a radical organ asserts, ‘titled meni- 
als.” They certainly are of aristocratic birth. 
A salarv similar in amount is paid to each of 
the eight “bed-chamber women,” many of 
whom have handies totheir names. They are 
only expected todo duty on high occasions, 
when one is required to attend fora fortnight 
atatime. Besides them there are the eight 
‘ladies of the bed-chamber,” who get $2,500 
each a year for about six weeks’ service, di- 
vided into three turns. The honorary office 
of ‘‘mistrees of the robes,’’ with a like recom- 
yense attached, is held by the duchess of 
Boxburghe. 

& The kitchen department has an equal num- 
ber of officers connected therewith. Tae 
‘clerk’ draws $5,500 salary, and he has four 
assistants, besides the staff, which comprises @ 
chief cook, paid $3,500; four master cooks, 
with $1,750 each; two yeomen of the kitchen, 
two assistant cooks, four scourers, three kitchen 
maids, two “green office’? men and two ‘‘steam 
spparatus” men. The laying out of the din- 
ver table is entrusted to the “principal table 
decker,” who receives $1,000 yearly. -There 
are two other deckers and one assistant. The 
platercom pantry is in the charge of three yeo- 
men, a groom and six assistants. Thirteen men 
are kept on regular wages for the sole purpose. 
of carrying coals. 

About $25,000 every year is the cost of the 
ecclesiastical staff, which includes deans, 
chapleins, clerks of the closet, preachera, 
readers and others, whilst the medical de- 
partment comprises physicians extraordinary, 
surgeons extraordinary, apothecaries, oculists 
and dentists to the number of thirty-two. 
Then the duke of St. Albans draws $6,000 4 
year for doing nothing. He is ‘‘ Hereditary 
Grand Faleoner and Master of Hawks,” but 
since the queen ascended the throne he has 
never been called upon to perform a single 
service. 

Amongst other capital charges sustained by 
the nation on the queen’s account have been 
the cost of the building ofa ballroom at Buck- 
ingbam palace at enormous expense, and that 
ofthe reconstruction of the royal stables at 
Windsor castle, so highly renowned as the 
abiding place of the wonderful cream-colored 
borses, to be seen harnessed on state occasions 
only. 
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SCLADED WITH ACID, 
William H, Clark, the Millionaire Thread- 
Maker, Attacked at His Home, 

Newakk, N.J., December 25.—William H. 
Clark, of the Clark’s 0. N. T. cotton thread 
works, was assaulted shortly after 9 o’clock 
last night at his home, No. 149 Mt. Pieasant 
aaenue, by Mary Magee, an young 
woman, who threw a quantity of nitric acrid 
in his face. The girl has been a patient in the 
county lunatic asylum, and has achieved con- 
siderable notoriety by her insane doings. 

Mr. and Mrs. Clark were conversing in an 
upper room last night when the door bell 
rung. The call was answered by a domestic 
who eaw standing on the stoop a well dressed 
young girl, whose movements, she noticed, 
were quick and determined. She asked to see 
Miss Agness Clark, but was informed that the 
young Jady had gone to church. She then 
asked tosee Mrs. Clark. Mrs. Clark being 
somewhat unwell, Mr. Clark descended to the 
ball, and, taking a hat from the hat stand as a 
protection from the night air, opened the door. 

THE LIOUID THROWN. 


“Are you Mr. Clark?’’ asked the woman. 
And without waiting for a reply, she drew her 
band from under her shawl, and, with a 
swinging motion of the arm, dashed a liquid 
into Mr. Clark’s face frem a vial in her hand. 
The action was so sudden and unexpected that 
the gentleman had no time to shield himselt 
or avoid the fluid, but feeling the burning sen- 
sation on his face and divining the nature of 
the liquid, he drew hastily back and slammed 
the doer to. 

The domestic, attracted by the unusual 
noise, helped Mr. Clark to the library, where 
his head and face were bathed in linseed oik. 
A physician was summoned, and he found 
that the hat which Mr. Clark bad fortunately 
placed on his head had received most cf the 
acid. The band of the hat was burned and ~ 
discolored, and the skin ot the neck and face 
was burned in placas, but the pain was sooth- 
ed by the prompt application of the linseed 
oil and its bod effects counteracted. Very 
luckily, none of the tluid entered the eyes, 
and beyond the burns mentioned, Mr. Clark 
is not seriously injured. 

HISTORY OF THE GIRL. 


The girl Maggie Magee was found wander- 
ingon Gouveneur street shortly after, and 
taken tothe police station. She said to the 
officer that the acid was intended for William 
Clark, the son of her victim. Her manner 
was wild and incoherent. It appears the girl 
once worked in the Clark factory, but had 
been discharged. Since her mental troubles 
began she had applied for reinstatement and 
been refused. Her relatives say that she had 
been subject to fits of morbid insanity for a 
number of years; that she would appear per- 
fectly rational for months, and then suddealy 
become violent and dangerous.

THE WHISKY RING REFORMER. 

It is hardly necessary to notice the caper- 
ings of the crank who edits the Courier-Jour- 
nal or any of his crazy ideas; but sometimes 
he makes himseifso ridiculous, when he gets 
on the subject of protection for his whisky 
ring we cannot help it. Here isa specimen. 
He says: 

The men who, in open defiance of party discipline 
joined the republicans todefeat the Morrison bill, 
are actively at work striving again to prevent 
any real reform in the tariff. At Chicago they 
sought to force on the party the Ohio platform, and 
were beaten. Nextthey sought to strikeout the 
words “exclusively forthe purposes of govern- 
ment economically administered,’’ and were 
Sgain defcated. Still they refuse acquiescence, 
and are laboring to divide the party on every 
question of detail, 

In Opposition to a reform of the tariff the repub- 
lican leaders are seeking to, in effect, repeal the 
sugar tax, vielding $42.000,000, while the dem>- 
crats of Pennsylvania clamor fora repeal of th: 
taxes on whisky and tobaco, the purpose of e1c? 
being to so recuce the revenues as to make it 
impossible to reduce the tariff in accordance 
with the public demand. 

The democrats at Chicago, notwithstand- 
ing the opposition of such men as Watter- 
s0n and others who tried to slip a bill 
through the last house to extend the time 
for the payment of the tax on eighty million 
gallons of whisky, put into the Chicago 
platform just as much of the Ohio platform 
as they wanted to. If they did not, how is 
it that there is so much of it inthere? If 
Watterson was so strong, why did he not 
make the convention indorse the Morrison 
bill when the resolution was offered? The res- 
olution indorsing the Morrison foolishness 
was disposed of so suddenly and with such a 
rush that the under-strappers who were 
watching it looked crestfalien and sulked 
some time afterwards, as the columns of the 
Courier-Journal will show. 

There is nota democrat in the house to-day 
who will vote against the proposition to repeal 
the internal revenue laws, who is not directly 
or indirectly controlled by the whisky ring.

“unreasonable to expect a period of depres- 


tion as long as the one that followed the 
¢ of 1873, simply because the conditions 
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bed-rock than we were when a panic over- 
took us in 1873. Toen again, the wealth of 
the country 1s immeasurably greater than it 
was in 1873; and there is no difference be- 
tween paper and specie to contend with, as 
there was at that time. 

It is not of course easy to say when the 
bottom will be reached, and the work of 
recuperation and activity set in. We are 
going along rapidly to a good foundation be- 
yond adoubt. The weak concerns are being 
weeded out through the process of bank- 
ruptcy, production is being curtailed by 
strikes, lock-outs and voluntary reductions, 
small stocks are the rule both among jobbers 
and retailers, fewer debts are outstanding, 
and from the bottom up retrenchment and 
economy prevail. The consumer owes less 
than he did one year ago and is living within 
his income, and the chances are that he will 
next year be better able to supply his wants 
than he has been during the present year. 
Nearly all the crops of the country were 
abundant, and there is a surplus in the 
hands of the farmers. Thé consumer is very 
nearly on bed-rock, owing to the enforced 
economy of the year. 

We shall be a!! right as"soon as the liquida- 
tion culminates among dealers and the busi- 
ness world in general. Just when this will 
occur no one can foresee, but it ought not to 
be far off when stocks are unusuaily light, 
and consumers forehanded and in want of 
supplies. Activity in business waits, how- 
ever, on confidence, and a return of 
confidence is always slow after a 
panic. There is no reason why there should 
not bea restoration of confidence at once, 
butitis, alas,a matter that cannot be rea- 
sonedin. Itreturns sometimes as sudden 
and illogically as it fliesfrom ws. When the 
balance of tradeisin our favor, when the 
stockholders are filled with surplus crops, 
when money is a drug at the great centers 
of trade, when the wealth per capita in the 
country is simply immense, why should 
there not bean immediate return of contfi- 
dence, business activity and good prolits? 
Such a revival cannot be very far off when 
all the conditions invite it. 


FARMING IN FRANCE, 

Tue Constite tion has presented many : 
picture of farm life, but none toequal that 
which we take from the New York Sun this 
morning. 

The article is the revelations of a French 
farmer. We tind him standing on his little 
farm of 150 feet by 2,000 feet, and complain- 
ing thatit istoolarge. VPart of it he has 
rented out, and he will divide it among his 
children at his death. His crops are planted 
in strips that ure measured. by feet, and that 
make bis farm look like a’ piece of carpet. 
On this diminutive patch he supports his 
family, goesto all the fetes, and puts 500 
francs, or $100, in bank every year. ‘This, in 
spite of the fact that he buys his firewood by 
the pound, paying one-third ofacent for 
every pound. In France many afarm is 
less than 100 by 200 feet. 

All this will be a revelation to our A meri- 
can farmers, whose farms run into the thou- 
sand acres, and whose single ‘fields would in- 
clude a thousand French farms. No Ameri- 
can can live the pinched and ignorant life of 
the French peasant, oor so _ strip 
his home or oppress his wife. His 
fortunes arecastin larger mould and his 
sphere is happier. But there are many 
things in farm-economy and in exact hus- 
bandry that our farmers can learn from the 
Frenchmen. It bas long been a saying, with 
more truth than grace perhaps, that a dozen 
New England farmers could grow rich on 
the wastings of a southern plantation or a 
western ranche. Itis likely that a French 
peasant could grow rich on the wastings ot a 
New England farm. With our openclimate 
abundant seasons and exhaustless acres, we 
have smal]i need of the pinched economy of 


meanness of the IKrench peasantry —but 
there is much in the farin management of 
each that we might learn with profit. In 
the meantime the article we print elsewhere 
will stand asa revelation of the life of the 
most prosperous peasantry on earth—who 
make up the richest nation.

There 
was no evidence that the other members of the 
cotton exchange with whom Bennett dealt knew 
or participated in Covington’s iilegalintent. But 
that they made contracts which were enforceable 
by the delivery of specific cotton. 

The depositions of Mr. Fielding, president, Mr. 
Moore, secretary, Mr. Murchison and other mem. 
bers ot the exchange were read, showing the char- 
acter of these future contracts and that thousands 
ot bales areannually deiivered upon such contracts 
mode in accordance with the rules of the eotton 
exchange. Judge Seymour charged the jury as 
follows: 

The contracts in question have been put in eri- 
dence and their construction is matter of law, 
The parties to them are the defendant Covingtoa, 
(fan Dudisclosed principai) and the third persons 
not parties to this sction with whom the plaintiffs 
(os Covington’s agents) contracted on the face of 
the contrectsin their own names, but in reality 
forthe defendant. The court holds that on their 
face these trausactions are legal. 

The sale of goods to be delivered ata future d iy 
is valid, even though the seller has not the goods, 
boy eny other means of getting them than to go 
into the market and buy them 

but if, under the appearance. of such a contract, 
the real intent be merely to speculate in the rise 
or fall ot prices, and the goods are not to be de- 
livered, but one party is to pay tothe etner the 
difference between the contract price and the 
market price of the goods, then the whole consti- 
tutes nothing move than a wager, and is nuil aad 
void 

The burden ofshowing that the parties were 
cATTYIDg OL a Wagering business rests with the de- 
fendent. 

Before you can find that these transactions 
were il egal you must find from the evidence that 
both parties thesellerxnd buyer, at the time of 
making the contract, did so with the intent not

You must find irom the evideuce, and not from 
conjecture, that Covington so intended, and that 
the otber parties to the contracts so intended. 

The purpose of one party alone is not sufficient 
to render the contract illegal. 

You must further find from the evidence that 
the plaintiff knew, or had reason to believe, that 
Covington contemplated nothing but a wagering 
transaction and acted for him accordingly. 

[ pou the question of whether the various 
tiesto the future coptracts, other than the 
lendant, intended a gaming contract, it is 
that while a series of trausactions perfectly valid 
in their face, may disclose evidence on the face of 
the whoie taken together, and in connection with 
the attendant circumstances, which would justify 
the jury in finding that they were intended as 
mere wacers, neverthel+s itcan not be true that 
the simple fact of their being a suecession 6! 
valid transactions will of itself be evidence to go 
to the jury without the aid of surrounding or at- 
tencant circumstances, 

Further, the attendant cirenmstances must be

In this case, after careful reflection, the court 
can find no evidence of the intent or purpose of 
the parties who contracted with Covington 
through his agents.

MAKING PAPER PATTERNS, 


How Women Who Live Away From the 
Centers of Fashion are Abie to Dress. 
One often hears of the severe fashions of ‘‘ye 
oléen times,’’ of plain skirts and bodices, fine in 
material but simply constructed, even for ‘‘the 
Suncay best,’ and wecan but look in astonish- 
ment to see the contrast afew years have brought 
about. Wondering how this great revolution had 
taken place, a reporter for the New York Mail and 
Express called on a large fashion house to make 
inguiries. Having stated his object, he was con- 
cucted to asuite of rooms, each occupied by a 
num ber of pretty girls, all busily engaged in cut- 
ting and folding papers. 
_ * When dresses became more elaborate, people 
in moderate circumstances, little abie to. afford 
dress:makers bills, and who yet wanted to keep up 
with the fashious of the day, were at a loss to 
kpow what to do, till the inventive genius of man 
came to the rescue with paper patterns. The idea 
geve rite tO & iarge business, which was taken up 
by a few com panies, generally in connection with 
the tale of sewing machines, thus combining the 
advertising power needed for the two depart- 
rents. Since then sevyera! bouses have started 


‘independently, and one large firm has even given 


up the machine department, per patterns 
having absorbed all the capital, ufewe aud atten- 
tion of the cop pany.’’ 

‘Will you tell me how the patterns are made”’’ 

“When a design has been submitted—designing 
styles is a profession. by itseif—either made up 
from paper or shown froma French drawing or 

jJate, and has been approved, competent fitters 
imitate the design in cheap muslin, simply bast 

ing the parts together, yet being extremely care- 
ful to obtain a perfect and well-fitting model 
from which the pattern may be copied. These 
mocels, to imsure a sure and stylish figure, 
are fitted to a live model, who wears the 
ghostly dregs till every plait is properly adjusted 
and the garment madetocompare exactly with 
the original design. This cloth model is then 
sentto the description writer, who carefully rips 
it#part, atthe same time marking each portion 
thatit may be exactly replaced from the direc- 
tions she @rites, to accom pany each pattern. Next 
comes the grader, who takes the dissected 
garment and curs an exuct pattern of eaeh part, 
putting in all the notches and perforations as 
markec upon the cloth by the description-writer. 
The latter by this time has sent the directions to 
the printer, who jis tast making ready the envel- 
opes to hold the pattern wheu completed.” 

“How are they made to fit difierent persons’”’ 

‘The grader, who has a system of measurement 
known only tothe profession, prepares separate 
atterns or duplicates of the garment properly en- 

arged or diminished to suit both great and small. 
lie sends these pasteboerd patterns of the difter- 
ent sizes to the cutters, who stand before large ta- 
bies with immense sheets of tissue paper in layers 
of fifty sp cad before them. The pattern is then 
n arked upon them and cut with large shears, and 
then is banded to girls, who with trained fingers 
rapidly fold and place them in the envelopes now 
in waiting. 

“Much art work is required in an establish- 
ment of this kind,as the cloth model, after fit- 
ting, besto be sketched by skilful artists, who 
are 10 bring outin the most graceful mauner tne 
curves, folds, and various novelties represented 
jn the fashion, to make as acceptable a wood-cut 
as possible to use In the illustrated catalogue, 
upon the envelopes and other advertising me- 
diums. Most houses issue a fashion paper, 
a few spicy and catching notes from the 
outer world helping the circulation of what 
without these would be a pure advertising 
sheet ”’ 

‘‘Are these patterns much sought after?’ 

“Over a million patterns are sold yearly by one 
house, seencies being establisbed all over the 
woric, though itis conceded that the most sub- 
stantial orders arefrom the growing west ard 
from towns where the facilities for obtaining re- 
liable styles are few and feeble. A loveo’ beinga 
la mode lies either latent or expressed iu the heart 
of every woman, and to the favored ones living in 
the city a walk down the leading 
ttreet or avenue brings to the 
oi both young and old some new 
of dress, with which the country girl can only be 
blessed by the adventofa .city visitor or by the 
fashion papers brought by the kindly mails 
There pe pers are eageriy waited for and graspel 
on their arrival. Each new style is counted 
end criticised, and the want of the heart filled 
and happiness made complete by the kaowledg- 
thet a few cents will bring the requisite patteru 
end full directions for the making of the garment 
Gcesired.”’ 

“How many stylegare brought outa month?’ 

“From fifteen to sixty new styles are manutlact 
ured monthiy, and these sometimes form a 
nucleus for a two-bundred page magazine partial 
ly made up of stories, articles on art decoration, 
pirectical honsekeeping, ete , forming still another 
solid medium for further circulation of the stytes 
menuiactured. Twice 2 year styles are ‘killed’ io 
order to keep the siock reduced to tiie 
proper number. The undesirable  f#sh- 
iOLs are easily detected on examining 
the orders, which reveal sometimes a fickle an4 
changeable public taste. A stroll through an es- 
tablishment like this described is interesting as 
illustrating a manufacture wellrepaying the hap 
py invention of the discoverer of a want long felt 
and supplied with the little oblong enveiopes 
containing the mysterious angles, curves and cu- 
rious shapes of brown tissue, dotted and notched, 
called paper patterns.’’

I remember the oath to that effect 
which he registered in old Tripler hall to an aud- 
ience of Germans the night before he sailed away, 
and I quote the end of itas an illustration of his 
picturesqre, fervid and flamboyant style. 

“Now, by theGod who led my people from the 
prairies of distant Asia to the banks of the Danube 
—the Danube whose waves have brought tous 
religion, scienceand civilization from Germany, 
and in whose waters the tears of Germany and 
Hungary have mingled; by the God who led us 
when on the soil moistened with our blood we 
defended the bulwarks of Christianity; by the 
God who gave strength to our arms in the strug- 
giefor freedom till our oppressor, this godless 
bouse which bas weighed so heavily for centuries 
on tbe liberties of Germany, was — hum- 
bled and sunk to be an underiing of the Musco- 
vite czar; by the ties of thecommon oppress:on 
which tortures our nations; by the ties of tbe love
